A Proclamation for reſtraint of killing, dreſsing, and eating of Fleſh 
in Lent, or on Fiſh-dayes, appointed by the Law, to be hereafter 
firialy obſerued by all ſorts of people. 


Hereas diuers good Lawes and Statutes , haue heretofore , with 


great care and pꝛouidente been made and enacted fo2 the due obſeruatt- 
on of Lent, and other daycs appointed fo2 Fiſh-daypes, aſwell fo: the 
ſparing gmcreaſle of Fleſh victuall, as foꝛ the maintenance ofthe Na- 
nie and ſhipping ct this Realie, by the encouragement of Fiſhermen 
to goe to the Seas foꝛ the taking of Fiſh, which XL awes and politiq ue 
Conſtitutions, ave ſrom tune to time been ſeconded and quuckned by 
ſundzp Pzoclamations, andother Actes and Oꝛdinances ok State in 
the time of Our Royali Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs; And wheras notwuhſtanding 

= ſo many good pꝛouiſions heretofoꝛe had and made in that kinde, Wee 
baue ovlerued, that the inoꝛdinate liberty vſuaily taken by all ſoꝛts ofpeople,to kill dꝛe ſſe and cat 
Fleſh in the Lent ſealon, and on other dapes and times pꝛohibited, is become lo mucterate an cuil, 
that it will require moꝛe then oꝛdinarp care to ſuppꝛeſſe the lame. 

We therefoꝛe, much affecting the refoꝛmation okſo great and growing an cuil, wich is ſo great 
an enemy to the plenty ofthis Pur Kingdom, and ſo great a diſcouragement to Fiſhermen, who 
would be the beſt Semtnary of Mariners, aue thought fit to expꝛeſle Our Selfe, F Dur Royaii 
Commandement in this behalfe,m ſuch a plaine and cleare way, that there may from Hencetozth 
benop:etenceofercuſe to any, wherof, without future declaration of Our pleaſure in this kinde, 
Wee (hall expect, and doe require from all Dur Subiects, that duc notice bee taken, and that a 
ſtrict and continued obedience and confo2mity bee peelded thereunto, both fo2 the pzeſent,andin all 
ſucceding times. 

And therefoze We doe ſtraitly charge and command all and euerp perſon and perſons whatſo- 
euer, to whom it may appertaine,carefully to pꝛouide and ſee, that theſe Oꝛders following may be 
duely oblerued and put in execution, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties as by 
the Lawesofthis Dur Nealme may be inflicted vpon the Offenders, foꝛ their tontempt oz neg⸗ 
lect of Us and Dur Tawes. whereof Me ſhall ew Our Selfe molt ſenſible. 

And firſt, whereas Me lind, that the chiefeſt cauſe of theſe diſozders hath growen from the Et- 
cences that haue been granted to Butchers to kill and vtcer Fleſh contrary to Law, and that by 
Our Lawes, no Maio2, Juſtice of Peace, oꝛ other perſon of what degree oꝛ quality ſoeuer, tan 
grant an» Litente in this kinde; And that the Lozds, and others of Our Pꝛiup Countell, doe by 
Our dit ection foꝛbeare to grant the lame, oꝛ giue way therevnto; Our will and pleaſure is, vpon 
the penalties pꝛouided by Law, and ſuch further puniſh ment to be inflitted vpon the offenders, as 
(hail be thought meete, that no ſuch Licence ſhail bee granted foꝛ the killing oz vttering of Fleſh 
And, that no Butcher, oz other perſon whatſoeuer, doe by colour thereof , kill, vtter,oz put to ſale 
any Fleſh contrary tothe Lawes eſtabliſhed and pꝛouided in that behalfe. | 

And fo: the auoiding of ſuch inconnemences hereafter, Our will and pleaſureis,that the Loꝛd 
Matoz of Our Citie of London, and enery other Officer and Juſtice of Peace.ſhalcall befoze them, 
and ſend foz any ofthe ſeruants ofany Pnholders,Uictuallers, Cooks, Alehouſekeepers, Tauer⸗ 
ners, and keepers of Oꝛdinary tables, c ſuch others that vtter Uictuals, # to examine them vpon 
their coꝛpoꝛall Oathes,what Fleſh is, oꝛ hath been during the Lentſeaſon, o2 other dayes pꝛohi⸗ 
bited bythe Law, dꝛeſled killed, vtcered, oz eaten intheir houſes, which if they ſhallrefuſe to doe, 
then to commit to pꝛilon the ſaid ſeruants lo refuling vpon their Oathes to declare the trueth. 
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hat the L029 Yayo of London ſhall alſo peerely befoꝛe Lent, oꝛ at the beginning thereof, 
caulc all Paholders,keepers of Oꝛdinary tables, Cookes, Butchers,Uictuailers,Alchoule kee⸗ 
pers aud Taueruers within the ſayd Citie and Liberties thereof, to appeare befoze him, o2 ſu ch 
perſous as he ſhall appoynt meete toꝛ that purpoſe ; And ſhall take Recognizances with ſuffici⸗ 
ent Sureties ok euery of them in good ſummes of money, (is.) One hundꝛed pounds of the Pzin- 
cipall, and their ſureties thirty pounds apiete, to Our vle, that the Butchers ſhall kill no fleſh, 
and that the other perſons befoze mentioned, doe not d2eſſe any Fleſh in their houſes in the L ent 
tune oꝛ other times prohibited, foꝛ any reſpect,no2 ſufferit to bee eaten contrary to Law. The 
lige Accognizante with Sureties, ſhall be taken of like parties vpon like penalties, by luch ofthe 
Juſtices of Peace of Our Citie of Weltminſter, and the Liberties thereof, as Wee ſhall there unto 
ſpecially appoint, and euery ot the ſayd Recognizances to be certifiedinto Our Exchequer. 

And koꝛ the Butchers, and others that come with Uictuall oꝛ Fleſh out of the Countrey into 
the Citie, Our pleaſure is, That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe tertaine perſons to watch at the 
Gates and other like places in the Suburbs, where Fleſh may be bꝛought, to view # ſearch, and 
to intertept the lame: And if any of thoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and toꝛ rupt in his 
Charge, then he to be tommitted to pꝛiſon during the whole Lent. 

And to the end that Fiſhermen map imploy themſelues to Sea with better cncouragement 
then heretofoꝛe, and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelues with luch ſtoꝛe from time to 
time hereakter, as (hall be expedient, aſwell foꝛ the pꝛouiſion of the Citie, as foꝛ ſelling the ſame 
at reaſonable rates, we will that they take notice of this Our commandement#conſtant reſo⸗ 
lution foꝛ oblernance of Lent,# Fiſh dayes, both now and hereafter,as by Lawis required. 

And further moꝛe, as We thinke it fit, that euery man (ould be a rule of oꝛder and abſtinence in 
bis owue houle, alwel in reſpett of the publique, as of his pꝛiuate eaſe and benefit: Do we ſtraitly 
charge x command all Inholders, keepers of Ordinary tables, Tlictuallers, Cookes, Alehoule⸗ 
keepers, and Tauerners, not to make any Supper fo2 any perſon oz perſons whatlocuer, vpon 
Friday nights, either in Lent oꝛ out of Lent, noꝛ to ſuffer any meate to be then dꝛeſſed, vttered, 
old, oꝛ caten in their houſes, vpon paine of ſuch pumſhment, as is due to thoſe that Hall con- 
7211110 Sur Ropall pleaſureand Commandement. 

And fozalmuch as vpon further conſideration had of this generall inconuemience, which 
tod much liberty hath occaſioned, Wee conceiue, that the reſtraint of killing and dzeſſing of 
Ficſhis no ſufficient remedie alone foꝛ theſe milchiekes, vnieſſe there be better care allo taken to 
{uppzcſle the vnlawfull e inoꝛdinate eating of Fleſh in the time ok Lent, and on other dayes and 
times pꝛohibited, wherewithour Subiects haue accuſtomed themlelues, rather fo2 delicacte then 
foꝛ neceſſity; It is therefoꝛe our Royall will and plealure, and attoꝛdingly, We doe hereby ſtrait⸗ 
ly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all Pur Subiects, of what degree oꝛ quality loeuer within this Realme, to 
cate any manner of Fleſh in the time of Lent, oꝛ on other dayes now vſually obſerued as Fiſh 
daycs, without a ſpecial Licence firſt obtained from the Lo2d Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in ſuch 
manner and foꝛme, as by the Act of Parliament made in the Ftue and twentieth peere of King 
Henry the eight is oꝛdained, oꝛ from the Biſhopof the Dioceſle, oz ſuch other, as by the Law 
made in the Fift peere of the reigne of Qneene Elizabeth is ſet downe and declared, and fo2 ſuch 
cauſes as are there expꝛeſled, haue power to giue Licences in that behalfe, and accoꝛding to Our 
Lawes in that caſe pꝛouided, (which we will and command ſhall be ſparingly granted, and in 
caſes of neceſſity onely. And that ſuch Licences and Dilpenlations bee not ſuffered to paſſe the 
Seale ofthe Archbiſhop oꝛ Biſhop, vntill the Rate oꝛ Taxe by the ſayd Statute payable to Us 
be duely anſwered to our Clerke ok the Fatulties, oꝛ to ſuch perſon o2 perſons as We vnder Our 
Pꝛiuie Seale ſhall appoynt ) vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and to be pꝛoceeded againſt, ei⸗ 
ther atccoꝛding to Our Eccleſiaſticall oꝛ Tempoꝛall Lawecs, oz by Our Atturney Generall in 
Our Court of Starrc-chamber, as contemners of Dur Nopall Commandement, and wilfull 
neglectoꝛs ofthecommon vtility of the Kingdome; And vpon luch further penalties, as by the 
—— and Statutes of Our Realme may bee inflicted on thoſe that ſhall wilfully offend in 
this kinde, 

And as thele Oꝛders are to be executed in Our Citie of London, ànd places neere to the ſame, ſo 
it is Our expꝛeſſe plealure c; Commandement. That Our Juſtices of Peace in all Shires with- 
in their Rule, and all Maioꝛs, Bailifes and chieke Officers in Townes Coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ in any Ti⸗ 
berties within their pꝛetincts, ſhall cauſe the ſame to be oblerued # perfoꝛmed in like maner ; and 
that no maner of Toleration, Fauour, oꝛ Conniuencic be vled by any Juſtite of Peate, oꝛ other 
Officer, contrary to the true meaning ofthis our P2oclamation, as both they that ſhallpzeſume 
wittingly lo to tolerate the offence, as allo the party himſelfe offending, will anlwere the ſameat 
their vttermoſt perils; Our Commandement being, That Our Tawes in this caſe ſhall bee 
hereafter ſeuerely executed vpon all Offenders whatlocuer : | | 

Further chargingandCommaunding the Zo2d Maioꝛ of Dur City of London, the Juſtices 
of Alliſe in their leuerall Circuits, the Maioꝛs and chiefe Officers of allother Cities # Townes 
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Coꝛpoꝛate, Juſtices of Peace, Lo2zdsof Liberties, and all other Officers and Miniſters within 
the leuerall Circuits and places of this Pur Realme , thatthcy and cuery of them tn their owne 
perſons, foꝛ example to others, fully obey this Our pleaſure, and cauſe and tompell the lame to 
be obeyed and executed by others, as they will anlwere the contrary at theirvttermoſt perils, 

And foꝛ the due execution of the pꝛemiſſes in all other the Counties, Cities and Towus cozpo- 
rate ofthis Our Realme,aſwell as in Dur Cities of London and Weltminiter, We do hereby ſtrait. 
iy charge and tommand and declare Our will and pleaſure to be, that all Our Juſtices of Peace 
within the lame Counttes, Cities and Townes coꝛpozate, alwell within Liberties as without, 
oꝛ ſuch, oꝛ ſo many of them as wee ſhall thercunto ſpecially appoint, if foꝛ Our better ſeruice, 
now e2hcreafter Wee (hall ſee cauſe to appoint anp, doe peerelp, and cuery peere bekoꝛe Lent, caule 
to tome and appeare befoꝛe them all Inholders, Cookes, Tauerners, Alehouſc-keepers, But- 
thers, and other Uictuallers whatſoeuer , and to require and take ofthemto Our ve, leuerall 

Kecogmzantes, with Sureties koꝛ obfcruation of the pꝛemiſſes, (viz.) The Puntipals in tenne 
pounds, and their two Surcties in fine pounds a piete: And ik they ſhall refuſe oꝛ neglect to enter 
zuto ſuch Recogmzances,then the Juſtices of Þcace of that Countie, Citie, Towne tozpoꝛate, o2 
Libertp, (halt luppꝛeſſe ſuch perſons ſo refuſing, from vittualling any moe, and (hall alto cauſe 
them fooꝛthwith to become bound by Ketogmsamtes with Sureties to Our ble, 7.) The Pein- 
tipals in twenty pounds, and their two Sureties in tennc pounds a pietc, not to virtual, oz ſell 
Weere 92 Ale from thentefoꝛth; which if they ſhall tekuſe to doc, then the laid Julticcs to commit 
to pꝛilon all ſuch perſons lo refuſing to enter into ſuch Recognizances, until they ſbalſubmu them 
ſelues. and become boundas afozeſaid, And kurther, that ail ſuch Inholders, Cookes, Tauer⸗ 
ners, Nlehouſe keepers, Butthers, and other Utctualiers, as ſhallnot appeare befoze the lald Ju⸗ 
ſtices, as afo:eſaid, That they may im mediatly ſend foo2ti their Warrants, to grant Pꝛoteſſe a- 
gainſt them, and euery of them lo making default, to appeare and aulwere their contempt, atthe 
net generall Seſſions of the Peace, 

And further, fo2 the moꝛe duepuntſhment of nholders keepers of Oꝛdmarp tables,Coeckes, 
Butchers, Uictuallers, Alehoule-keepers, Daticrrcrs, ad fu like, who ſhall lozfelt their Re- 
cogmsances by killing oz dꝛeſſing of Fleſh, o2 Lufferiits it ts bee taten in their houles inthe Lent 
fine, and other Fiſh dapes; And to the end that the tame map be as well taken in due fozme of 
Law, as duely certitied into Dur Exchequer, doe do will and recuure the Lo2d Maioꝛ of London, 
and all Juſtices of Peace, aſwell within Libertics as without, reipectiuelp, 02 futh; of them as 
We ſſhallthereunto ſpeciallp appoint, as afoꝛzeſaib, That et ſueh times asthep ball werte Within 
their leuerall Pzecincts oz Diuiſions, foꝛ the taking of luch Kecogutzautes, they ge notice to the 
Clerkes ofthe Peate, oz their Deputies, oꝛ ſuch orher Clerkes oz their deputics , as Wee ſhall 
thereunto ſpecially appoint, if wee ſhall appoint any, tv attend them foꝛ that purpoſe ; Ot whom 
Wee will require a ſtrict accompt foꝛ the legall taking and returning of the lame Recognizances 
into Dur laid Exchequer, The ſaid Clerkes of the Peacc and their Deputies, o2 other Clerkes 
andtheir Deputies, ſo to be imploped by Pur appomtment, as 2fo:cſayd, taking fo: the making 
and certifying of the ſame Recognizances of all Jakceyers, Tanerners Cookies, and Butchers, 
the Fee oftwo ſhillings ſire pence; and of all Nlehoulc-keepersthe Fee of twelue pence, as hath 
been heretofoꝛe limited to be taken by the Clerkes of the Beate ofthe ſcucrall Counties, in like ta⸗ 
ſes foꝛ euery ſuch Recognizance, and no moe. 

And laſtly, foꝛ that the Fiſhmongers (vponthe obſervation of the afoꝛeſaid Oꝛders) may per⸗ 
haps take occaſion thereby to inhante the pꝛices, alwell of Freſh, as of Sea Fiſh, We doe therefoze 
hereby further charge and command all Fiſhmongers whatlocuer, That they lell and vtter their 
Fiſh at moderate and vſuall rates and pꝛites, And that all Juſtices of Peace, Maioꝛzs, Balliffes, 
and other Pur Officers,alwell within Libertics as without, to whom it ſhall appertame, ſhall 
from time to time take ſuch oꝛder with the ſaid Fiſhmongers, that Our Subiects bee not grieued 
by any ſuch inhancement oꝛ intreale of pzices, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure,and luch further 
puniſhment as may be inflicted vpon them by Dur L awes,
